Death of Prince Baudouin.

Brusseists, Jan. 23.—The Prince 
eo nephew of King Leopold, 
and héir to the throne of Belgium, 
died this morning. The cause alleged 
was bronchitis. His death caused a 
tremenduous sensation and creates 
consternation among all classes. All 
sorts of rumors are circulating, as the 
‘public was unaware that the Prince 
was ill. Prince Baudouin Leopald 
Philippe Marie Charles Antone Joseph 
Louis was the son of a Count of Flan- 
ders, brother of King Leopold. Prince 
Boudouin was born June 3d, 1869. 
He was Captain of the Belgian Car- 
bineres and Captaia of the Prussian 
cavalry attached to the second regi- 
ment of the Hanovereian Dragoons. 
The most alarming rumors were cir- 
culated on all sides, and grew as the 
day progressed. It is openly asserted 
that the death of the Prince was a 
repetition of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Arch-Duke Ru- 
dolph, heir to the Austrian throne, 
who met kis death in such a mysteri- 
ous manner on January 30, 1889. It 
is added that a beautiful German 
woman, a governess who has been re- 
cently banished from the Belgium 
court, by order of King Leopold, is in 
some way connected with the death of 
Prince Baudouin. Rumor also had it 
that there was an intrigue between 
the governess and the Prince, and the 
result of the liaison is said to have 
been the birth of a child. In any case 
the death of Prince Baudouin is sur- 
rounded with mystery and speculation. 
Court physicians, in the death certifi- 
cate, announce that Prince Baudouin’s 
death was caused by hemorage, fol- 
lowed by a severe attack of bronchitis. 
The physicians also assert that the 
Prince caught cold while watching at 
the bedside of his sister Princess Hen- 
rietta, who has been ill for some time 
past. But these statements are far 
from convincing the people that the 
real causMof the death of Prince Bau- 
douin was given to the public, and the 
startling rumors already referred to 
are popularly believed to be founded 
on the solid basis of this fact. 

Telegrams and messages of condo- 
lence to the royal family of Belgium 
in their great sorrow are reaching 
Bruesells from all parts of Europe. 
The brother of Prince Baudouin, 
Prince Albert Leopald Clement Marie 
Meinrad, who was born April 8, 1875, 
is now heir tothe throne of Belgium. 

Intense excitement prev.ils in Brus- 
sells and throughout the provinces. 
Crowds of people are parading the 
streets or gathered in knots at,the 
street corners eagerly discussing the 
situation. On all sides the warmest 
expressions of sympathy with the 
royal family are beard. Prince Bau- 
douin’s popularity and brilliant talents 
and bright hopes was centered by 
Belgians on his future career, which 
makes them feel his loss in the keen- 
est manner possible. The news of 
the Prince’s death was withheld from 
his sister, the Princess Hearietta, a 
beautiful girl twenty years of age, who 
is dangerously sick from inflansmation 
of the lungs. The palace of the Count 
of Flanders, where the Princess re- 
sides, is surrounded by a strong force 
of police who are doing their utmost 
to prevent the unusual noise in the.

I want 
to state about Cameron. He met me 
one day. I had been talking with 
divers members, Senators and others. 
I did not seek to disguise the fact that 
I had bought some silver, feeling that 
I had a right todo so, and gave my 
opinion when asked that silver was a 
purchase, and that there was money 
in it. Cameron knew I had pur- 
chased some, and when he met me 
one day he said: ‘I want you to buy 
some silver for me.’ I think he 
opened the subject, although I do not 
remember about it.’’

The sale of 
every such article yields its inventor a 
profit. If we purcbase a box of paper 
collars a portion of the price goes to the 
inventor; if we buy a sewing machine 
the probability is that we pay a royalty 
to as many as adozen or fifteen inven- 
tors at once.” Lord Brougham often 


said that he would gladly have ex-. 


changed his honors and emoluments for 
the profits and renown of the inventor 
of the perambulator or sewing machine. 
We are not wishful, says the Chicago 
Hierald, to lead our readers to covet 
what are termed “large fortunes” as 
really conducive to happiness or useful- 
ness. ‘Fortune™ is itself a- heathen 
and not a Christian word. But ‘‘inven- 
tion” is another thing, and the remuner- 
ative resultstare a fitting element for 
consideration in these days. Howe, the 
originator of the sewing machine, de- 
rived £100,000 a year from it, and from 
their mechanical improvements the cel- 
cbrated Wheeler & Wilson are reputed 
to have divided for many years an in- 
come of £200,000, while the author. of 
the Singer sewing machine left at his 
decease nearly £4,000,000. The tele- 
phone, the planing machine and the 
rubber patents realized many millions, 
while the simple idea of heating the 
blast in tron smelting inereased the 
wealth of the eountry by hundreds of 
millions. The patent of making the 
lower ends Of candles taper instead of 
parallel; so as to more easily fit the 
socket, made the present enormous 
business of @ well-known firm of Lon- 
don chandlérs. The “driye-well” was 
an idea of Colonel Green, whose 
troops during thé war were in want of 
water.. Ile eonteived the notion of 
driving a two-inch tube into the ground 
unt:| water was reached, and’ then at- 


terhing a pump. This simple contriv- 
.nce was patented, and the tens of thou- 
sands of farmers who have adopted it 
have been obliged to pay him a royalty, 
estimated at £600,000. A large profit 
was realized by the inventor who pat- 
ented the idea of making umbrellas out 
of alpaca instead of gingham, and the 
patentee of the improved “paragon 
frame” (Samuel Fox) lately left by will 
£170,000 ont of the profits of his inven- 
tion. The weaving, dyeing, lace and 
ribbon-making trades originated and de- 
pend for their existence upon ingenious 
machinery, the result of an infinity of 
inventive efforts. 

The diseavery of the perforated sub- 
stance used for bottoming chairs and for 
other purposes has made its inventor a 
millionaire. George Yeaton, theinventor 
in question, was a poor Yankee cane- 
seater in Vermont. He first distin- 


guished himself by inventing a ma 
chine for weaving cane, but he made no 
money outof it, as seme one stole his 
idea and had the _ process patented. 
After a number of years’ experimenting 
)Yeaton at last hit upon this invention, 
which consists of a number of thin lay- 
ers of boards of different degrees of 
hardness glued together to give plia- 
bility. Tle formed a company. and to- 
day he hasa plant valued. at $500,000, 
and isin the receipt of a princely an- 
nual revenue derived from this inven- 
tion. Carpet beating, from being an un- 
told nuisance, has become a lucrative 
trade through inventive genius and me- 
chanical contrivance. Even natural cu- 
riosity has bee immed to account in

As 
large asum as was ever obtained for 
any invention was enjoyed by the in- 
ventor of the inverted glass bell to 
bang over gas to protect ceilings from 
being blackened, and a scarcely less 
lucrative patent was that for simply 
putting emery powder on cloth.  Fre- 
quently time and circumstances are 
wanted before an invention is appreci- 
ated. but it will be seen that patience is 
well rewarded. for the inventor of the 
roller skate made over £200.00Q, not- 
withstanding the fact that bis patent 
bad nearly expired before its value was 
ascértained., The gimlet-pointed screw 
bas produced more wealth than most 
silver mines, and the American who 
first thought of putting copper tips to 
children’s sboes is as well off as if his 
father had Icft him £400.000 in United 
States bonds. Upward of £2.000 a year 
was made by the inventor of the com- 
mon necdlé threader. To the foregoing 
might be added thousands of trifling 
but useful articles from which hand- 
some incomes are derived.

A THRILLING INCIDENT, 


As HRelated by an Eye Witness, the 
Late W. J. Hanks. 


During the snow blockade of one 
year “ago, among the livestock men 
who were detained here: was the late 
W. J. Hanks, who spent a pleasant | 
evening with a Gazetre reporter, and 
during a review of early reminiscences 
he related the following thrilling inci- 
dent : 

Hanks was at one time the foreman 
of the Gould & Curry mine, and on 
one occasion, just after a skip had 
been lowered for the 1200 level of the 
mine, loaded with miners to relieve 
another shift, a carman, by ‘some 
blunder, dumped into the mouth 
of the shaft a carload of newly sharp- 
ened picks, that went harling down 
the shaft with gathering velocity and 
seemingly carrying death and destruc- 
tion to everything in their path. 
The foreman and workmen on the sur- 
were horror stricken, but in less 
time than it takes to tell it, Hanks 
signalled, but the skip was stuck, and 
he hurriedly descended the pump com- 
partment to the 1200 level. There, to 
his great relief, he found the miners 
had made the descent in safety and 
were, in fact, unaware of any accident 
haying happened. An inspection of 
the shaft revealed the fact that not a 
single one of the murderous picks had 
reached the bottom, and they were 
found at- various points, stuck fast in 
the timbers of the shaft. In falling, 
the handles bad swerved them in 
curves from side to side of the shaft, 
and with the acquired force, they had 
all been caught and firmly imbedded 
in the wooden walls. It was with 
great relief that Hanks detached and 
sent them to the surface,

AU STRALIAN BALLOT. 


Miner Provisions, Penalties and 
Prohibitions. 
Section 29 declares void all ballots 
not indorsed with the official stamp. 
Section 30 imposes a penalty of im- 
prisonment of not less than one year, 
nor more than five years, upon any 
one convicted of any fraud in violat- 
ing the election law. 
Section 31 imposes a fine upon any 
one found guilty of wilfully defacing 
the cards of instruction. 
Section 32 imposes a penalty of 
, both fine and imprisonment wpon any 
officer neglecting to perform any duty 
imposed by this law. 
Section 33 prohibits officers of elec- 
tion from doing any electioneering on 
election day, and prohibits electioneer- 
ing within fifty feet of the polls, and 
otherwise provides for the. utmost 
secrecy of the ballot. 
Section 34 makes it the duty of the 
Secretary of State to cause to be pub- 
lished in pamphlet form the election 
law, the registration law, and other 
laws that bear upon the subject of 
election. 
Section 35 designates the hours from 
9 o’clock a. mM. to 7 o’clock Pp. mM. when 
the polls shall be kept open. 
The above, with what has been 
heretofore blished, comprises all 
the principal provisions of the law. 
The registration law of Washington 
is in the main similar to ours, and no 
material changes would be necessary. 
Washington has, however, a primary 
election law that might be adopted 
here with good results, but as that is 
a matter of after-consideration, it is 
not necessary to do more than to refer 
to it. 
The main point to be secured is a 
secret ballot as already guaranteed 
under our constitution, and freed 
from the taint of contamination that 
has been gttached to elections in tie 
t; and which can only be removed 
y a change in the system.

A STRANGE. CASE. 


Why Wallace Harpor, Would Not 


Prove His Innocence. 


“Prisoner at the bar, what have you 
to say why sentence should not be 


| passed upon you?” 


A solemn hush pervaded the c ourt- 
room as the judge addressed the young 
man in the prisoner’s dock as above. 

Wallace Harper turned his gaze for 
an instant toward me. I had defended 
the young prisoner to the best of my 
ability and the outcome was a verdict 
of guilty.

I glanced into 
his white face. A look of settled de- 
Spair rested on every lineament. I 
bent forward and whispered a word of 
hope, mentioning the fact of my deter- 
mination to move all the powers for a 
new trial. tle said nothing, and soon 
the court-room was empty. 

“It’s justice. It was an infamous 
murder.” 

I started at sound of voices at my 
elbow. Two gentlemen were discussing 
the prisoner and his sentence. 

I paused to listen. 

“I knew Wallace Harper well]. All 
of his family have died violent deaths. 
He had a good show with Donald Dun- 
ham.

It 
seem that Harper assented. An hour 
later Donald Dunham was dead He 
had died in agony, and with his latest 
breath accused his clerk of having pois- 
oned him. The dregs of one of the 
wine-cups were found to contain 
arsenic, the other being harmless. The 
confidential clerk was at once arrested, 
and in one of his pockets a package of 
arsenjc was found.
